ON THE IMPERIAL YACHT 
President Roosevelt and Prince 


Henry, accompanied by their res'pec- 
tive parties, left Shooter's Island or. 
the naval tug Vigilant at 11:20 and 
an hour later were alongside the im- 
perial yacht 
Hohenzollern. 
After 


their departure from Shooter's Island 
there was an enthusiastic demonstra- 
tion from the crowds that had wit- 
nessed the launching. Shortly before 
the tug pulled out from the wharf 
President 
Roosevelt 
and Prince 


Henry, accompanied by Col* Theodore 
Bingham, appeared upon the top of 
the pilot house of the tug and there 
were wild cheers for them. The sur- 
rounding fleet of "tugs tooted their 
whistles, the marine band played the 
national air and the terowd yelled. 
The president laised his hat repeat- 
edly and the tug saluted. On <their 
way up the harbor the .police "boat 
Patrol ran alongside the 
Vigilant, 


broke out a new American flag at the 
main top and fired twenty-one guns 
in honor of the president. President 
Roosevelt bowed in honor of the sa- 
lute. 
'At the Thirty-fourth 
street 


pier the president and Prince Henry 
landed together and went at once on 
board the Hohenzollem with the rest 
of their parties. 


GHET FOR 'MISS ROOSEVELT. 
Before the luncheon given on the 


imperial yacht Hohenzollern today 
in honor of President Roosevelt by 
Prince Henry of Prussia, a golden 
bracelet wiith a picture 
of Kaiser 


Wilhelm in diamonds was presented 
to Miss Alice Ttoosevelt. It wag the 
emperor's gift to the young lady as 
sponsor for the new yacht Meteor. 
The piesentation was made by Prince 
Henry on behalf of his (brother, the 
emperor. 
The prince made a brief 


address and the young lady thanked 
him very much. The bracelet is of 
very handsome .workmanship and the 
portrait of the emperor in diamonds 
is well made.

MISS ROOSEVELT RECEIVES EM- 


PEROR'S PRESENT. 


New York, Feb. 25— In a drizzling 
rain and in the presence of a bril- 
liant assemblage, 
amidst 
chering 


flud the roar of cannon, the German 
emperor's 
new 
schooner 
yacht, 


Meteor, -was launched from Shooter's 
Island today. 
Unlike the weather, 


the arrangements "were perfect and 
no untoward incident marred the oc- 
casion. The president, Mrs. and Miss 
Roosevelt, Prince Henry and the dis- 
tinguished 
party 
accompanying 


them, were enthusiastically cheered 
on arriving at the platform built 
just -back of the bow of the Meteor. 
Without delay, after 
greetings had 


been 
exchanged, Miss Roosevelt 


stepped forward -and taking -hold of 
a silver covered bottle 
containing 


German champagne, broke It on the 
side of the vessel. Immediately she 
seized a silver ax and severed the )i]le 
rope which released the 
weights 


holttliiK the Meteor. The vessel went 
gracefully into rlic water witli 'the 
American flag breaking out -at the 
taffrall. 
American and German na- 


tional -airs were played"iand from the 
scores of crafts containing excur- 
sionists, trune enthusiastic cheering. 


Miss Roosevelt wore a dress of
